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REMARKS. 
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The foregoing exhibits an account of the financia! 
concerns of the town for the year ending 22d Febru- 
ary, 1840, and the attention of the’citizens of the 
town is requested to the following Remarks. 

When at the close of the last year, the undersigned 
submitted their report, it was matter of congratulation 
that under their administration the debt of the town 
had been reduced from $9,202 56, to $6,485 56, 
and that they had left no unadjusted account or bill 
outstanding against the town. ‘The same rigid eco- 
nomy which it was the aim of the undersigned to ex- 
ercise during their first official year in the town ex-. 
penditures, and which at the expiration of that year 
Jead to such satisfactory results, has béen maintained 
throughout the year that has just ended, and the re- 
sults will, we flatter ourselves, prove equally gratify- 
ing to the town. 

At the commencement of the present year the 
amount of orders drawn prior to the year 1838, and 
then outstanding against the town, was $6,485 56, 
and if to this sum be added the amount of David 
Wallace’s bill for certain services, ordered to be paid 
by vote of the town at the last annual meeting, and a 
few small bills which accrued prior to 1838, and have 
been paid during the past year, the same being $52 25, 
will show the amount of the town debt at the com- 
mencement of the present year to be $6,537 81. All 
the current expenses of the town have been paid, and 
we have the satisfaction of repeating what wasstated in 

a 
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our last year’s report, that we leave no unsettled claims 
accruing during the year, to be adjusted by our suc- 
cessors. We have also paid old orders to the amount 
of §1,916 62, and have bye the above mentioned old 
bulls, amounting to $52 2 25, and have paid the sum of 
$451 20° on account of interest, thus reducing the 
debt of the town from $6,537 81, t to $4,461 18. The 
sum last mentioned is due on town orders, and is the 
present debt of the town. 

The Indian Head Bridge has been rebuilt in a 
thorough and substantial manner. ‘lhe whole ex- 
pense of the bridge appears from the foregoing 
statement, to be $4, 459 98. But itis to be observed 
that a very large early one half of the 
expense—was occasioned by the new stone abut- 
ment on the west bank of the river, and the perma- 
nent improvements in the highway at the east end of 
the bridge, and also at the west end, extending from 
the bridge, to the boarding houses of the Jackson 
Company. ‘This abutment has been carried about 
fifty feet further into the river than the old one, so as 
to dispense with the stone pier in the channel of the 
river, and the bridge having been raised about four 
feet above the old one, rendered it necessary to fill up 
the highway, and this work being done in connection 
with filling up the abutment, swells the apparent ex- 
pense of the bridge, to an amount considerably 
greater than it actually was. 

A’ very considerable sum has been expended in 
making new Highways, or in other improvements of 
a more permanent character than» ordinary repairs 
upon old ones. Two new roads, —one on the peti- 
tion of Leonard Farley, and others, along the Hollis 
fine, and the other known as Pearl street, in the vil- 
lage, have been laid out and made, and repairs have 
been made upon the Poplar swamp road, fully equal, 
and upon Spit Brook road, nearly equal to building 
new roads, and expensive culverts, and bank walls 
of stone have been built on Mainstreet, Canal street, 
the Hollis road, and in other places, where the 
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umount of travel is such as to justify considerable 
expense for those necessary improvements. 

The deep snows of the present winter have occa- 
sioned an item for winter work upon the roads, 
which was not found in our accounts of the last 
year. ‘The amount raised at the last annual meet- 
ing for the ordinary repairs of highways, has been 
expended, and it was sufficient to enable us to put 
them in a state of perfect repair. In connection 
with the subject of highway expenses, it will be ob- 
served that a heavy item of expense has been incur- 
red in resisting the attempts made to subject the 
town to several expensive new roads— among 
which is the road over Mine Falls and the road lead- 
ing from the Hollis road near the village, to the 
house of Stillman Swallow, both of which have been 
laid out by committees of the Court of Common 
Pleas, and will be referred to in connection with the 
probable expenses of the ensuing year. 

For information on the subject of the number of 
scholars in the several school districts, the state and 
condition of the schools, and all other subjects connec- 
ted with our common schools, the town are referred 
to the report of the Superintending School Committee. 
We will only remark in this connection, that while 
the amount required to be raised by law for the sup- 
port of schools the past year, was $2,627 10, the 
sum actually expended for the support of schools, in- 
cluding the building of a school house in District 
No. 10, was $4,948 16. 

Under the judicious management of Mr. Waugh, 
the faithful and capable Superintendent of the Poor 
Farm, the pauper expenses of the past year have 
been so small as to be but a trifling burden upon the 
town. ‘The expectations which we entertained 
when we first engaged the services of Mr. Waugh 
and wife, that under their superintendence the Poor 
farm would be prudently and faithfully managed, 
have been fully realized. Very few of the paupers 
during the past year have been able to contribute in 
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any degree to their support, and nearly the whole 

of the labor upon the farm has been performed by 

Mr. Waugh himself. A new and substantial barn 

51 by 36, and a shed 48 by 16 feet, have been built 

upon the Farm, and a considerable portion of the la- 

bor in building them was also performed by him. 

We can furnish no stronger proof of his industry and — 
faithfulness, than by recurring to the fact that with 

the little help furnished by the paupers themselves, 

and with only about one or two months’ hired help, 

Mr. Waugh has raised and harvested the present 

season, a greater amount of produce than was raised, 

and harvested the year preceding, and probably a 
much greater amount than any year previous to that. 

This produce, on account of the great fall of prices, 

is not of so great nominal value as the produce 

raised upon the Farm the year preceding: the last. 

Jn our last year’s report, the farm was credited with 

$228, for wood sold during the year, and nothing was 

charged for the manure used upon the farm that 
season, as it was purchased the year preceding. 

During the last year, na wood has been sold from 

the farm, and a considerable quantity of manure 

has been purchased and carried on to the farm. In 

our invoice of Stock, &c. on hand, it will be seen 

that we make no account of farming utensils on 

hand, some of which were included in our last year’s 
account. ‘These facts will fully explain. the appa- 
rent difference between this year’s account for the 

Poor Farm expenses, and the last year’s. Four 
deaths have occurred among the mmates of the es- 

tablishment during the past year, and the number at 

present supported there, is thirty. By the terms of 
the contract with Mr. Waugh, the services of him- 

self and wife are engaged for. the ensuing year wpon 

the same terms as the last year. 

A case of Small Pox, occurred in the village 
during the present winter, and immediate measures. 
were taken to provide a proper place for a pest 
house, and to remove the person infected. This, 
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was done at an expense of less than ten dollars ta 
the town, and it is believed that no further expense 
will accrue to the town on that account. 

Upon our first election two years ago, we found 
the town involved in a lawsuit commenced by the 
direction of our predecessors, against the town of 
Wentworth, on account of the support of a pauper. 
As our predecessors, haying investigated the case, 
were well satisfied of the justice of our claim, and 
we, from all the information we could obtain, had no 
reason to doubt that the town would recover in the » 
suit, authorized counsel to proceed in the action, 
and a trial was had at the last August term of the 
Court of Common Pleas, in this County, which 
resulted in a verdict and judgment against this 
town. From the information given to us by the 
counsel employed in behalf of the town, we are in- 
clined to believe that this result was obtained by per- 
jury, and that probably upon a review of the action, 
if the town should order a review, the whole claim, 
amounting to about $188, together with the costs, 
would be recovered. 

In pursuance of the practice which for several 
years past has prevailed in this town, of taking the 
census of the inhabitants in connection with the in- - 
voice, we took the census on the first of April last, 
and the following exhibits the result : 

Number of Males, 2198, 
Number of Females, 3679, 
Total, 5877 

The foregoing account shows the amount of abate- 
ments for the last year to be $146 69, a much small- 
er amount than for any one of several previous years, 
and it is to be understood that this includes not only 
abatements made on account of the poverty of the 
persons taxed, but on account of errors in the assess- 
ment of the taxes, both of non-residents and resi- 
dents, and for all other causes. 

The undersigned are not aware that the town will 
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be subjected to any other extraordinay expenses dur- 
ing the ensuing year, than the building of the bridges 
neross the Nashua tiver and the canal at Mine F Ss 
and the making of the two new roads before men- 
tioned, laid out by committees of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, and we recommend the appropriation of 
so much of the surplus revenue as may be necessary 
to defray these expenses. 

A committee having been’ appointed at the last 
annual meeting, to-take into consideration the sub- 
ject of a Town House, and no definite action having 
as yet been had on that subject, we deemed ourselves 
authorized under the vote ef the town passed at the 
annual meeting preceding, to hire a convenient house 
for the annual meeting the present year, and we have 
contracted with the Universalist Society for the use 
of their house for that purpose, and have agreed in 
behalf of the town, to pay therefor the sum of fifty 
dollars.
